Tn dozens of school systems across the country, children are learning to 
A play, read, transpose, even compose music in a space-age educational 
environment called the "electronic music laboratory." 


With this new form of instruction, elementary school children are 


mastering music skills many a college student today wouldn't dare attempt. 


These laboratories may contain anywhere from two to twenty-four elec- 


tronic pianos. Each piano is equipped with an electronic control panel, 
cables, auxiliary tape recorders and record players, and a sophisticated set 
of earphones which allow each student to hear his own playing without 
disturbing others, and to communicate with the instructor. 


The music-instructor has a 'master control—an intricately designed 


panel into which all the other electronic pianos (or organs, as the case may 
be in some schools) are connected. 


With the flick of a switch or the push of a button, the instructor can give 


personal attention to each student, or to individual groups of students, or 
to the entire class. 


He may use master instructional tapes or records from his piano; some 


newer models have their own tape decks and record tables. What's'more, 
he may demonstrate a passage of music on his own piano or discuss a par- 
ticular technique with his microphone. 


Electronic teaching programs don't aim to make even- school child a 


concert artist. Rather, the programs are designed to foster a love of music, 
at best to enrich the students' whole educational experience. 


Many of the major music manufacturers have developed or are develop- 


ing electronic labs. At present, only piano and organ are bewig taught elec- 
tronically. Hut with hard-rock groups, chamber music ensembles and manv 
professional performers experimenting with amplifier:,, synthesizers and 
other space-agt innovations, who knows what (he future holds? An elec- 
tronic device no bigger than a throat lozenge could conceivably have us 
all singing like Caruso in a few years.

Q—I h a v e arthritis. My

A—An increased red cell 


sedimentation r a t e (above 
eight or above 15 depending 
on the method used) usually 
indicates active 
rheumatic 


fever, bacterial endocarditis 
or tuberculosis. It is some- 
times seen in persons with 
leukemia, anemia, rheuma- 
toid arthritis, cirrhosis of the 
liver, ulcerative colitis or a 
high cholesterol level. Your 
doctor will want to treat the 
cause, not the sedimentation 
rate which is useful as an 
indication of progress. 


Q—What is meant by too 


much protein in the spinal 
fluid? What can be done for 
it? 


A—This is a 
laboratory 


finding associated with polio- 
myelitis and encephalitis or 
brain fever. 
Your doctor 


would treat the disease—not 
the lab report. 


Q—The lab report shows 


that my B.U.N. is too high. 
What is this test given for? 
What foods should I avoid? 


A—The B.U.N. (Blood Urea 


Nitrogen) level is high in 
various k i d n e y diseases. 
Since, with few exceptions, 
diet is of minor importance, 
you should follow your doc- 
tor's advice regarding your 
choice of foods but, even 
more important, in regard to 
other forms of treatment. 


Q—Could frequent doses of 


spirits of ammonia be harm- 
fur.' 


A—The chief use of spirits 


oi ammonia is as a stimulant 
to prevent fainting. It may 
be inhaled or taken by mouth 
i half a teaspoon in" half a 


glass of water). Since it is 
70 per cent a l c o h o l (140 
proof) large amounts could 
cause 
intoxication. 
There 


would be no other harmful 
effects. 


Q—Could 
p r o l o n g e d 


exposure to lacquer fumes 
cause hoarseness? 


A—The fumes of lacquer 


depend on the s o l v e n t — 
usually wood alcohol. 
The 


maximum a l l o w a b l e con- 
centration in industry is 200 
parts per m i l l i o n . While 
working with lacquer, ade- 
quate ventilation is essential. 
Poisoning 
f r o m 
inhaling 


wood alcohol causes head- 
ache, 
dizziness, weakness, 


loss of appetite and blurred 
vision rather than hoarse- 
ness.

peared many times in bridge 
columns. 


It shows one of the stan- 


dard safety plays. Playing at 
six no-trump, South has no 
worries at all, provided West 
does not hold all four clubs 
and he can guard against 
that by playing his king of 
clubs to start with. If East 
shows out, he can hold West 
to one club trick. If West 
shows out, he can also hold 
East to one club trick. 


This should be an automa- 


tic play at r u b b e r bridge, 
where the overtrick means 
practically nothing. But sup- 
pose this hand were being 
played in a good duplicate 
game. With modern point- 
count bidding, the six no- 
trump contact would be very 
normal and a declarer anx- 
ious for a top might start the 
club suit by playing out dum- 
my's ace. With the hand in 
the box, he would wind up 
with a nice goose egg and a 
bad score. 


But s u p p o s e that East 


should hold all four clubs. 


In that case the ace play 


will leave South in position 
to double f i n e s s e against 
Feast's queen-10 and our hero 
will make an overtrick and a 
top score to go with it. 


Thus, a declarer in a dupli- 


cate game may decide that 
East is more likely to hold 


'• four clubs than West and "try 


the dangerous play. 


Our own feeling is that the 


safety play should be made 
in duplicate as well as in 
rubber bridge. We don't be- 
lieve that all tables in any 
duplicate game would arrive 
at six no-t r u m p. Someone 
would get to seven, someone 
else would stop short of six 
and we would not want to be 
the only six no-trump bidder 
with the minus score.

Hero Hixon's 
China Contott

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


World War II French resistance 
hero who was a close friend of 
the late Ho Chi Mlnh appears to 
be the secret intermediary who 
conveyed 
President 
Nixon's 


peace initiative to the North 
Vietnamese President in July, 


U.S. officials Indicate he Is 


Jean Sainteny, a private citizen 
now but once Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle's minister of veterans af- 
fairs and a French government 
expert on Indochina, which In- 
cludes Vietnam. 


During World War II, Sain- 


teny headed a French intelli- 
gence unit operating from Run* 
ming in the south of China Into 
Indochina. At that time he was 
serving through the British mi- 
litary intelligence system, 
military intelligence system. 


Last September it was Sain- 


teny who represented France at 
the funeral services in Hanoi for 
Ho. 


In his Vietnam policy speech 


last Monday, President Nixon 
said that in mid-July he became 
convinced it was necessary to 
make a major move to break 
the deadlock in the Paris talks. 


"I spoke directly with an Indi- 


vidual who had known Ho Chi 
Mlnh on a personal basis for 25 
years," 
said the 
President. 


"Through him I sent a letter to 
Ho Chi Minn. 


Nixon said he did this outside 


the usual diplomatic channels 
with the hope it might lead to 
constructive progress in bring- 
ing the war to an end. 


While there was no official 


confirmation 
that Sainteny is 


the man Nixon turned to for re- 
laying his message to Ho, offi- 
cials indicate Sainteny was ap- 
proached by the administration 
in late July. 


The answer signed by Ho, 


which in effect rejected the 
peace bid, was received Aug. 30, 
only a few days before Ho's 
death was reported.

million employed workers in the 
United States, you mayhaveread 
dubiously of some union leaders' 
efforts to gain four-day-week con- 
tracts. 
If you are among the 


nearly 4 per cent who have no 
Job, perhaps thejive-day or even 
six-day week would be welcomed. 


Anyhow, it seems that a not- 


able percentage of the job-hold- 
ers have found a way to shorten 
their weeks, regardless of col- 
lective bargaining. 
The Wall 


Street 
Journal 
reports that 


"there are no national figures, 
but checks with many corpora- 
tions indicate absenteeism 
is 


clearly on the rise." It cites 
General Motors, with 424,000 
workers who are paid by the 
hour, as having a "problem of 
magnitude" in absenteeism. 


This is not a problem peculiar 


to capitalist countries. 
An of- 


ficial Cuban newspaper, Granma, 
reported 
recently that in 187 


factories of 
that country 
the 


workers were engaged in pro- 
duction only 5 hours and 44 
minutes of their 8-hour day. On 
state farms, the paper said, ab- 
senteeism had reached a "criti- 
cal point." 


Absenteeism involves 
more 


than the man-hours of the in- 
dividual workers who take un- 
scheduled days off. 
The ab- 


sentees do not always give suf- 
ficient notice so that they can 
be replaced. 
Sometimes no re- 


placements 
with 
comparable 


skills or training are available. 
A plant's scheduled output 
is 


thereby reduced, 


From the point of view of the 


buyers of goods, of course, the 
main regrettable fact is that a 
shorter week tends toward scar- 
city, 
The goods cost more — 


in terms of shoes, socks, suits, 
shirts and what have you. 
The 


worker who shortens his own 
week also pays more because he 
and others have produced less. 
His informal day off then costs 
him more than the pay he was 
willing to lose. — New Orleans

Pentagon fo

May Hamper 
Hijacker 
MONTEVIDEO, U r u g u a y 


(AP) - The flight of a hijacked 
Argentine jetliner ended in Mon» 
tevideo early Saturday when the 
hijacker surrendered to authori- 
ties after he was told the plane 
had "technical difficulties" and 
could not continue to Cuba. 


Victor Garin, chief of Monte- 


video's Carrasco Airport, said 
after negotiating with the hi* 
Jacker aboard the plane that the 
man had been taken to police 
headquarters. 


The Austral S.A. airliner with 


75 persons aboard was hijacked 
shortly after it took off on a 
domestic flight from Cordoba, 
Argentina. 


Officials said a man seized a 


child from the arms of a passen- 
ger and threatened to kill him if 
the pilot refused to obey orders. 


The BAC111 twin-jet relanded 


at Cordoba to refuel, let seven 
passengers get off, then took off 
for Montevideo. When it landed 
at Montevideo's Carrasco Air- 
port, the remaining 64 passen- 
gers were permitted to leave 
the plane while airport chief 
Victor Garin negotiated with the 
hijacker. 


Local sources said the plane 


was not in condition to make a 
long trip due to technical diffi- 
culties with its electrical sys- 
tem. 
They said the hijacker was 


trying to obtain political asylum 
in Uruguay instead of going to 
Cuba, his original destination. 


One of the passengers aboard 


the flight, Jose Gonzales, said 
the hijacker spoke of having po- 
litical difficulties in Argentina. 


The plane J*was on a flight 


from Cordoba to Buenos Aires, 
450 miles to the east, when it 
was commandeered.

cost $1,876. His brothers also 
have made trips to the hospital. 
Mrs. Park estimated the bills at 
$30,000. 


Their father makes $8,500 a 


year as an employe of the Office 
of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, 


Mrs. 
Park said there were 


two mortgages on their house, a 
bank loan and loans from fi- 
nance companies and friends. 


The Park brothers spend half 


their days in bed. 


"They want to go out and 


play," Mrs. Park said. "They 
want to live normal lives, but 
just can't do it. They know a cut 
will put them back in the hospi- 
tal."
